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In ſtating what 1 am now a briefly to n 585 
the Committee, it will not be neceſſary to ſay 
much on the extreme importance of the ſubject, 


or the numerous and obvious advantages it —_—_ 7 


ſuppoſed to produce. 

Ihe preſent circumſtances of the duties in his 
Majeſty s Cuſtoms are ſo involved, fo intricate, 

and ſo equivocal, that any alteration for the worſe 

mpoſlible. It ſeems indeed rather more 

difficult to account for its having been delayed fo 

long, than to demonſtrate the propriety and neceſ- 


5 , 5 
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Not that this lexity is any imputation on 
the wiſdom or foreſight of our anceſtors. It 1s 
the reſult of contingency. The ſimplicity of for- 
mer ages preſented nothing to the human mind 
ſimultaneous to the complexity of modern affairs. 
And even that prodigious mals into which the va- 
rious particulars in this department are jumbled 
and confounded, cannot appear ſurpriſing or ex- 
traordinary, when we conſider the increaſing com- 
merce of the ccuntry on the one hand, and the 


accumulated burthens with which the inhabitants 5 


are loaded on the other — the infinite additions 
which have accrued to the national income, by 
augmenting almoſt every ſubſiſting duty; and the 
gradual improvement of the many great and fer- 
tile reſources, whence all our revenues are raiſed, 
our expenditure ſupplied, and our credit pre- 
| ſerved. Theſe were objects of ſuch a magnitude 
in their nature and detail, and depended ſo much 
on the fortunate coincidence of circumſtances, as 
infin tely to exceed the expectations of our an- 
ceſtors, and ſet all the calculations on which they 
founded their ſyſtem at defiance. They conſe- 
quently adopted principles ſuitable only to "the nar- 
row and confined fcale of immediate exigence, 


and which were altogether inapplicable and inade= 


quate to the preſent ſtate, either of the trade or 
the revenue of the country. 

The preference of a ſyſtem thus "Weng and 
incongruous to times and circumftances, fo eſſen- 
tially different from thoſe under which it was 

formed, has produced effects highly injurious to 
the intereſt of the nation. 

The two principal branches of the Revenue 

are, the Cuſtoms and Exciſe. The plan I am 
now to propoſe relates chiefly, 9 by no 
means excluſively, to the Cuſtoms. Its operations 

are alſo intended to extend, in ſome degree, to 


= gaged, ſhall iſſue. 
This mode of levying the a on Inns 
and exports, originated in the 12th of Charles II. 
by the well known act of Tonage and Pondage — 
The operation of that law, in the inſtance of com- 
merce, was {imple and ealy. It conſiſted of two 
Parts — duty of tonage upon all liquors at a 
certain ſpecific ſum per ton ; and a duty of pond- 
age upon all dry goods. This upon the great and 
leading articles, was rated at five per cent. ac- 
| eording to an arbitrary rate or value ſet upon 
them, from which was deducted five 190 cent. diſ-

the Exciſe. The Stamp-Office, though in a de- 
gree inferior to either, will, in like manner, ſhare 
in the arrangement to be now diſcloſed. The 
Committee are aware that a great variety of miſ- 
cellaneous duties, occaſionally impoſed upon the 
two latter branches, have conſiderably involved 
them in the ſame indeterminate and perplexing 


circumſtances which undoubtedly retard and in Jure 


the collection of the Cuſtoms. 


But how is this obvious and prevailing evil is 
be remedied. It certainly admits of no palliation. 
Expedients have not been wanting, but they have 
always proved abortive. The only remedy which 
min my mind is likely to prove efficient, becauſe 
equally obvious and practicable, is, inflead of the 


variety of appropriations to which the ſeveral 


branches of the Cuſtoms are now liable, and to 


anſwer which they were originally impoſed, I will 


propoſe to the Committee, as the fundamental 
principle of all the regulations neceſſary, that one 
complete, general, and conſolidating fund, ſhould 


be inſtituted, to which the produce of the Cuſtoms, 


Exciſe, and Stamps particularly ſnould flow; and

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Such was the regulation of duties or impoſts at 
that time; but, in proportion as the public exigen- 
cies increaſed, and the national expenditure exceeded 
her exiſting revenue, other impoſts were occaſion- 
ally eſtabliſned on ſimilar principles, and addi- 
tional five per cents. granted, ſubject at the ſame 
time to the payment of freſh loans. The new ſub- 
ſidy, by the gth and 1oth of William III. the 
one-third ſubſidy, by the 2d and gd of Queen 
Anne; the two- third ſubſidy, by the 3d and 4th of 
the ſame reign, together with ſundry impoſts, 
which have ſince been adopted, ſtill retain the 
principle of calculation upon the five per cent. with 
the difference only of one and a quarter diſcount, 


A prodigious varicty of imports are, notwithſtand- 


ing, ſubjected to arbitrary impoſition, at a certain 


tum per hundred-weight or bale. Other kinds of 


goods, not ſpecificaliy rated, are obliged to pay 
ad valorem, or a certain per centage upon the va- 
lue, according to the eſtimate of the importer, 
V bo is put, to avoid fraudulent valuations, on his 
oath. 7 

Common PEER hos; any ſcientific 100 of 

the buſineſs, muſt imprefs every individual with 
the great and conftant inconvenience unavoidable 

flom the operation of ſuch a ſyſtem. All the ad- 
_ ditional ſubſid es have been uniformly appropria- 
t⸗d to diſtinct funds, for the payment of certain 
ſpecific annuities. For each of theſe there is, 
therefore, and, of neceſſity, a ſeparate account, 
created and regularly kept in the Cuſtom-Houſe. 


And, without being more minute in the detail, 


the complexity which every where 


gentlemen will eaſily conceive, that ſuch a depart- 
ment, obviouſly indiſpenſible under the preſent 
arrangement, muſt occaſion at once prodigious 
trouble and conſiderable expence. Indeed, from

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expence of his imports, or make a juſt eſtimate of 
that which it c concerns him to know, profit 
and loſs. 
Bad, however, as thoſe conſequences are, it 
ſeems rather a matter of ſurpriſe, that they have 
not been ſtil] more ſerious. Nor is it poſſible to 
explore the ſubtlety or the miſchief which may 
have reſulted from an operation, which, to many, 
muſt have always appeared myſterious and un- 
faſhionable. Two conſiderations may, in ſome 
degree, account to us for the comparatively ſmall 
damage which, notwithſtanding the moſt imminent 
danger, we have ſtill reaſon to believe, has hap- 


The accuracy, expertneſs, and regularity of the 
clerks in the Cuſtom-Houle, have, no doubt, thus 


circumſtanced, been attended with the greateſt 
utility, both to individuals and the Revenue.— 


Their whole time being dedicated to the buſineſs . 


of the Cuſtom-Houſe, they gre conſequently more 

converſant in it than the Fon experienced mer- 
_ chant, who has other concerns on his mind, can 
| poſſibly be ſuppoſed. It is to the affi iduity and 
adroitneſs of theſe laborious and indefatigable in- 
dividuals, that the public have been indebted from 
time to time with various arrangements of the Cut . 


3: toms, under the form of a Book of Rates. This 


was a uſeful and neceſſary publication. But its 2 
utilities could be neither certain nor permanent 
for every new ſeſſion of Parliament produced ſome 
alteration or other in ſeveral of the duties; and 
each of theſe following the old eſtabliſhed | prin= 
_ ciple, totally unhinged and overturned the ule of 4 
every preceding calculation. 

Though theſe very obvious and material diſad- 
vantages had not attended the Cuſtom-Houſe offi- 
cers book of _ the relief it afforded. was at 


= | 


leaſt partial and temporary. However accurate 
and unexceptionable the calculations might have 
been, the merchant could not go to the Cuſtom- 
Houſe and enter his goods immediately, by pay- 
ing down the ſum ſpecifically ſtated, but is under 
the neceſſity of delay ing, as if no ſuch calculation ; 
exiſted, until all the uſual computations on each 
ſubſidy are made. This is the law, as it now 
ſtands, in the ſeveral acts by which theſe ſubſidies 
were granted. So that over and above much anx- 


iety of mind, the merchant often ſacrifices a great 


deal of time which he might undoubtedly tt 

more profitably. 2c 
Ihe other cauſe, by which the infinite inconve- 
niencies of this ſyſtem have in ſome meaſure been 
| hitherto obviated, is one to which, for many very 
good reaſons, as ſpeedy a Pop as poſſible ſhould be 


. put. From the facility which habitual practice un- 


avoidably produces, the officers of the Cuſtoms make 
the neceſſary calculatiags with infinitely greater ex- 
pedition and — than the merchant. It is 
terefore to them chiefly the merchant applies for 
aſlſiſtance and direction. The merchant is conſe- 
quently left, in a great degree, at the mercy of 
the officers. The officers, who were intended as 
a check upon the merchants, in this manner be- 
come their agents; ſo that theſe diſtinct claſſes of 
individuals, inſtead of being guards on the conduct 
of each other, are impelled, from the very cir- 
cumſtances of the caſe, to form a ſpecies of collu- 


ſion— the merchant treating the officers of the 


Cuſtoms as having the agency of his buſineſs, and 


the officers of the Cuſtoms treating or conſidering 5 


the merchant in the circumſtances of a client. 
Without criminating men for errors unavoidably 
adhering to the ſituation in which they are placed, 
the Committee cannot but be ſtruck with the en- 
teme * of ſuch a connection. 5 
Theſe 
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Theſe very obvious and dangerous abuſes do 

not exiſt entirely in the Cuſtoms. They obtain 
alſo, though not in the ſame extent, in the Exciſe.

invariably and univerſally to prevail. Of goods 
rated ad valorem, I have obtained the moſt accu- 
rate calculations, and find, the ſeveral duties im-

fraction of C. 27 10 per cent. I mean conſe- 
quently, to charge all articles which pay pro rata 
and ad valorem, at the ſame time with an equal 
duty. The ſimplicity of the rate thus eſtabliſhed, 
and the exact per 8 upon the value, will be 
ſo obvious as to be eaſily 
moſt common underſtanding. The debentures or 
certificates for bounties and draw-backs, are liable

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The advantages ariſing from the operation of 
this imple, but — e ſyſtem, appear to 
my mind peculiarly ſatisfactory and extenſive.— 
A bonus will, in the firſt inſtant, accrue to Go- 
vernment, which, according to the moſt accurate 
eſtimate which can be — from thoſe moſt 
competent to the ſubject, cannot be leſs than 
L- 60,000 annually. This increaſe. of Revenue 
will arife ale from ſeveral conſiderable arr ents 
efſentially neceſſary to the completion of that ſy(- 
tem, which at preſent can only be ſtated to the 
Committee in its outlines. The number of officers 
in the complicated detail of Cuſtom-houſe buſineſs, 


in all its chain of departments, will be leflened; 


and the duties, particularly on. various ſpecies of 
wood, as well as in a few articles of other goods, 
may admit of a ſmall augmentation. But the chief 
advantage of this kind muſt reſult from the duties 


It is 
not very eaſy to eſtimate with accuracy the ſums

The Committee muſt be ſenſible 1 no injury can 
poſſibly ariſe. to the public credit, from ſuch an 
arrangement. The reſources in which national 

_ creditors confide, are invariably the ſame as be- 
fore. This great and: fundamental ſecurity conſe- 
quently undergoes no other alteration than a cer- 
tain dogres- of improvement, which will bear an 

exact proportion to whatever advantage the reve-

It is true, many of the ſubſidies. which are now

Far be it from my intention that any regulation 
involved in this ſyſtem, neceſſary and indifpenſi- 
ble as it is, ſhould affect rabſtantially, the leaſt con- 
ſiderable right of Engliſhmen.

proper. A claim of prior payment originated in

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funds are eſtabliſhed for diſcharging the intereſt of

rious other annuities are paid. Surely, therefore, 
the right of priority may be as well aſcertained, 
by paying them all out of one, as by paying firſt 
one ſet of annuities, out of ſeveral funds, and.

Are not all the 


funds of the country equally bound for the pay; 


ment of the whole debt with which it is burthen- 
ed? And we all know, the payments already 


made, are not by the reſpective funds appropriated! ' 


for the different annuities, but the whole buſineſs 
is at this moment conducted at the Bank, nearly in 

the ſame manner as it will be, when all the ſepe- 
rate funds are actually conſolidated i into one. 


I am extremely ſolicitous to guard againſt ine | 


leaſt ſuſpicion faſtering from this revolution on the 
foundation of public credit. It certainly can in 
faith to the creditors of 
the State, for Parliament to make ſuch alterations 
in the form or modulation of the national ſecuri- 
ties as appear convenient, and neceſſary, provided 
theſe alterations tended inconteſtibly rather to aug- 
ment than diminiſh the aggregate of the Revenue. 
And I beg the particular attention of the com- 
mittee, to every part of the plan, more or leſfs 
connec red with the faith of the public, that in all 


_— 
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carry it into full execution. 
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| reſpects it may be moſt ſtrictly and reiigiouſly pre- 
| ſerved. But the right of the Legiſlature to mo- 
dify the ſecurity which the creditors of the ſtate 
have for their property is indifputable ; otherwiſe 
Parliament is abſolutely precluded ever making 


a ſingle alteration in any one tax that ſhall once 


de adopted. There cannot, however, I do flat- 
ter myſelf, be any ſolid ground of objection on the 


head of public faith, to the ſyſtem on which this 


meaſure is founded, It is my intention, not only 
that all the ſeveral funds, conſolidated into one, 
ſhall become chargeable with the public debt, but 
zkewiſe, that every poſſible reſource of which the 


country is capable, even to the aids of the current 


year, ſhall be conſidered fo far, as they go, as a 
collateral-ſecuritv. But, ſtrongly as I am of opi- 
nion, that the Legiſlature do«s poſſeſs ſuch a right, 
my opinion is equally decided, that it ought not to 


be done, if it can be avoided, without the acqui- 


eſcence or conſent of the ſeveral creditors, which it 
has been the conſtant practice of Parliament to pro- 
cure, whenever it was deemed indiſpenſible to em- 
bpbrace any regulations or meaſures of this nature. 
I am, therefore, deſirous of allowing proper time, 


in which the creditors of the public may collect 


and ſet forth whatever objections may appear to 
them moſt relevant. But, if in that time, none are 
made, their ſilence may ſurely be conſtrued, with 
the greateſt fairneſs, into the fulleſt acquieſcence. 8

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Every Gentleman, 1 am perſuaded, who fees the 


Whole ſyſtem, in the ſame important and neceſſary 
point of view that I do, will be deſirous of co-oper-

diate effect. For my own part, ſo much do I 


think expedition neceſſary on the occaſion, that I 
am even willing to diſpenſe with as much form as 
decency will permit, for the ſpeedy completion of 
the whole complex buſineſs ; as, the ſooner the re- 
volution thus meditated is accompliſhed, the ſooner 
the community at large be ſatisfied of its ne-

Preſuming therefore on the concurrence and af{- 
ſiſtance of the Committee, I have arranged the 
manner in which this multifarious plan ſhould, in 
my opinion, be prepared and brought forward for 
_ diſcuſſion. There muſt, as Gentlemen may eafily . 
conceive, be a ſeparate reſolution upon every ar- 
ticle; conſequently theſe reſolutions will amount 
to upwards of three thouſand. All thoſe articles 
Which admit of no doubt or diſpute, and which re- 

aquire only the ſimple operation of aboliſhing the 

fractions, and increaſing the ſum to the next inte - 
ger, will naturally form a material part of the plan, 
and be printed for the uſe of the Members. But 


on ſuch of them as are likely to produce conſider- 
able variety of opinion, I may probably trouble 


the Houſe with my ſentiments more at large: and 
I pledge myſelf not to ſuffer any reſolution in the 
whole volume which comes under this deſcription, 
and which appears to me of conſiderable magni- 
tude or importance, to paſs, without endeavouring
